MARCH  14, 1978 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator  at  10:00  A.M.  The  warrant  was 
read  by  the  Moderator.  It  was  voted  to  hold  the  adjourned  meeting  of  the  articles  of 
the  warrant  on  March  18,  1978  at  7:30  P.M.  at  the  Gilmanton  Elementary  School. 
Ballots  were  unsealed  by  the  clerk  and  given  to  the  ballot  inspectors  for  counting. 
The  ballot  box  was  shown  to  the  voters.  Voted  to  close  the  poles  at  7:00  P.M. 

A  challenge  submitted  by  Walter  H.  Skantze.  was  read  as  follows,  Challenge  the 
following  resolution: 

Whereas  Article  1-C  proposes  to  change  the  authority  and  proceedure  for 
granting  "Special  Exceptions"  only: 

Whereas  as  the  public  notice  of  the  second  public  hearing  warned  ONLY  that 
the  proposed  amendments  to  the  ordinance  involved  changing  the  proceedure  for 
granting  "Special  Exceptions "• 

Whereas  the  actual  amendment  to  the  Zoning  ordinance  as  proposed  iqvolves 
substantial  changes  and  restrictions  including  changes  in  permitted  use,  definitions 
and  others:

1-A  Voted  not  to  adopt  the  new  provisions  of  RSA  72:43-c  relative  to  expanded 
exemptions  on  real  estate  for  the  elderly.  263  yes,  267  no. 

1-B  Voted  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:43-b  and  43*6  for  expanded  exemptions 
on  real  estate  which  provide  for  a  resident  65  years  of  age  up  to  75,  a  $5,000  exemp- 
tion: a  resident  75  years  of  age  up  to  80,  a  $10,000  exemption:  a  resident  80  years  of 
age  or  older,  a  $20,000  exemption,  provided  that  the  resident  owns  the  real  estate

2.  Voted  to  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  Town 
charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same.  ($78,055.00)  as 
amended  by  Rev.  Martinez  for  $150.  to  support  the  Lakes  Region  Family  Service 
Agency.  ($77,905.00)  plus  $150.00. 

3.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  incur  debts  for  Temporary  Loans  in  an- 
ticipation of  Taxes. 

4.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  accept  any  State  or  Federal  monies  that 
may  be  available  to  the  Town. 

5.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  contract  for,  and  accept  any  and 
all  grants  of  disaster  aid  from  the  Federal  and/State  governments  as  may  become 
available  during  the  year,  and  to  expend  such  funds  for  the  purposes  for  which  they 
are  received,  and  to  do  all  things  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  this  article. 

6.  Voted  not  to  abolish  the  so-called  Historic  Districts  of  Gilmanton.  RSA  31 :89-bb. 
Voted  on  by  paper  ballot.  (By  Petition  224  votes  cast.  No-116,  Yes-108. 

In  accordance  with  RSA  59:115,  the  voters  in  the  Town  of  Gilmanton  requested  a 
recount  by  petition,  of  the  ballots  given  on  the  question  of  abolishing  the  historic 
district  at  the  March  14, 1978  town  meeting. 

The  recount  was  held  April  5, 1978  at  6:30  P.  M.  in  the  Selectmen's  Office.  The 
board  of  recount  was  the  Moderator,  the  Selectmen  and  the  Town  Clerk,  re  RSA 
59:110.  The  Moderator  declared  the  result  to  stand  as  declared  at  the  Town  Meeting. 
The  count  was  109yes  and  117-no,  a  total  of  226  votes  cast.  Lacking  the  necessary  2/3 
votes  to  abolish  the  districts,  they  remain  in  force. 

7.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  and  convey,  by  public  auction,  real 
estate,  or  any  interest  therein,  acquired  by  the  Town  by  collector's  deeds,  but  not 
until  one  further  year  of  grace  shall  be  given  beyond  that  required  by  law  and  not  until 
the  Town  Meeting  shall  have  approved  a  list  of  the  real  estate  proposed  to  be  sold  by 
the  Selectmen.  Such  sale  by  the  Selectmen  shall  be  advertised  by 
publication  in  two  newspapers  widely  circulated  in  the  Town,  and  by  written  notice  of 
the  auction  mailed  with  inventory  blanks  to  all  persons  and  corporations  known  or 
believed  to  own  taxable  property  in  the  Towns  as  of  April  1  of  the  year  of  such 
proposed  sale.

1.  Expenditures  from  Town  Appropriation  —  Details  of  these  expenses  can  be  found  with  the  Town's  ac- 
counting of  all  expenses.  To  the  Town  Appropriation  of  $5,500  we  added  $2,400  of  our  own  funds  to  cover  the  in- 
curred expenses. 

2.  Department  Activity  — 

A.    Calls  —  During  the  year  1978  this  department  responded  to  105  alarms  for  fire  and  rescue  service.  One  of 
these  alarms  was  for  a  structure  fire.  The  average  response  time  on  calls  was  a  most  satisfactory  1 .9  minutes. 

B.  New  Fire  Engine  —  The  highlight  of  the  year  was  delivery  of  our  new  fire  engine,  currently  identified  as 
9M2.  Procurement  of  this  fire  engine  had  been  approved  at  Town  Meeting  in  1977.  approved  appropriation  having 
been  $75,000.  Delivery  was  August  12.1978.  We  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  for  voting  favorably  on  the  procurement 
of  this  engine.  The  details  of  the  specifications  are  avialable  to  anyone  who  is  interested. 

i.  The  following  equipment  was  immediately  on  hand  and  mounted  for  service  on  the  new  vehicle:  1 ,000  ft.  of 
4"  hose.  400  ft.  IV2"  hose,  300  ft.  of  2Vz"  hose,  G.E.  radio.  Koehler-Wheat  chargeable  hand  lamps,  two  SurvivAir 
breathing  masks,  and  other  small  items  and  tools. 

ii.  Other  items  were  purchased  in  1978  to  add  to  the  new  truck  also:  100  ft.  4"  hose.  20  ft.  IVi"  hard  suction 
hose,  box  strainer,  air  compressor,  gated  relief  valve,  quality  lettering  and  paint  for  the  vehicle.  These  items 
represent  a  value  of  $1,700. 

C.    Other  Purchases  —  Other  important  items  for  the  department  were  purchased  this  year  amounting  to  a 
value  of  $1 .172.  These  were  helmets,  boots,  batteries,  radios  and  tools.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF 
AND  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

For  more  than  80  years,  a  cooperative  effort  between  the  State  of  New  hampshire 
and  local  forest  fire  authorities  has  created  a  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression 
program  that  is  recognized  as  superior  throughout  the  United  States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in  1895,  the  state  and  local  community 
governments  have  worked  together  to  prevent  and  combat  forest  fires. 

Today,  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  that  1 ,800  deputy  wardens  are  appointed 
every  three  years  by  the  State  Forester  to  work  with  the  members  of  the  State  Forest 
Fire  staff  in  this  effort.  State  funds  are  used  to  pay  one-half  the  cost  of  forest  fire 
suppression  costs  incurred  by  local  forest  fire  organizations,  within  pay  rates 
established  by  the  Governor  and  Council.  State  funds  matched  by  local  funds  are 
used  to  purchase  hand  tools  to  suppress  forest  fires,  to  train  local  forest  fire  crews 
and  in  forest  fire  prevention  work. 

All  outside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  is  permitted  only 
after  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Penalty  for 
burning  without  a  permit  when  one  is  required  is  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a  fine 
up  to  $1 ,000  or  a  jail  term  of  up  to  one  year  or  both.

Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission  for  the  Year  1978. 


The  Conservation  Commission's  major  project  during  1978  was  the  planning  and 
commencement  of  a  wetlands  map  and  inventory  for  the  town.  Commissioners 
Richard  Bohannon  and  Barry  Donaghy  are  in  charge  of  the  undertaking,  which  began 
with  exploration  of  purposes  and  methods  and  collection  of  available  information 
from  a  number  of  sources.  A  detailed  large-scale  map  has  been  procured  showing 
existing  wetlands  based  on  Soil  Conservation  Service  soils  maps.  Each  area  has 
been  numbered  and  will  be  checked  and  evaluated  by  field  inspection.  About  ten  per 
cent  of  the  sites  have  been  viewed  and  plans  are  underway  to  complete  the  project  in 
1979.  The  final  product  will  form  the  basis  for  a  wetlands  protection  ordinance  to  be 
proposed  probably  in  1980  as  part  of  an  overall  town  plan.  The  wetlands  map  will 
indicate  what  areas  should  not  be  built  upon  or  dredged  in  order  to  protect  water 
bodies  and  streams,  aquifiers  which  provide  fresh  water  for  wells,  and  wildlife 
habitats. 

A  lot  at  Sawyer  Lake  was  donated  to  the  town  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Clifford  Shaw  of 
Norfolk,  Massachusetts.  It  is  held  by  the  Conservation  Commission  as  open  space 
with  on-site  supervision  by  the  Sawyer  Lake  Village  district.  The  Commission  has 
investigated  two  other  offers  of  property  to  the  town,  but  neither  is  as  yet  ready  for  a 
firm  proposal.  The  Page  Forest  on  Route  140  near  Gilmanton  Corners  remains  under 
Conservation  Commission  Auspices. 

A  number  of  dredge  and  fill  applications  were  received  and  reviewed.  Most  were 
for  relatively  minor  work  and  no  action  was  taken.  A  major  dredging  proposal  in 
Crystal  Lake  is  currently  under  consideration  and  a  public  informational  hearing  will 
be  held  early  in  1979. 

Members  assisted  the  Planning  Board  with  the  town  survey.  Dick  Bohannon  was 
nominated  to  the  Executuve  Committee  of  the  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission 
and  Carolyn  Baldwin  served  on  the  Contracts  committee  of  that  organization. 

The  Commission  stands  ready  to  consult  with  residents  interested  in  preserving 
parcels  of  land  in  a  natural  state,  either  through  donation  or  through  the  mechanism 
of  conservation  restrictions.  Our  meeting  are  always  open,  and  we  welcome  par- 
ticipation from  our  fellow  citizens  in  any  of  our  projects.

Several  bills  ot  importance  and  interest  to  our  district  were  enacted  during  th  1978  Special  Session  of  the 
Legislature.  One  requires  electrical  utility  companies  to  make  lower  rates  avialable  to  consumers  based  on  the 
time  ot  day  the  electricity  is  used.  Because  it  costs  the  utility  less  to  supply  electricity  at  certain  times  during  the 
day  when  demand  is  low,  the  Legislature  felt  that  those  savings  should  be  passed  on  to  the  consumers  who  use 
their  electrical  appliances  such  as  washers/dryers  and  water  heaters  during  those  low  cost  periods. 

Another  bill  included  a  three  million  dollar  appropriation  to  help  the  local  communities  with  the  cost  of 
educating  handicapped  children  by  putting  a  limit  on  the  amount  local  school  districts  have  to  contribute  towards 
this  expense. 

Legislation  was  also  enacted  to  make  life  a  little  easier  for  the  elderly  and  the  handicapped  in  our  state  by 
providing  special  decals  to  be  placed  on  motor  vehicles  allowing  free  parking  in  any  city  or  town  in  the  state.  In 
addition,  a  joint  committee  on  elderly  affairs  was  created  to  act  as  a  liaison  between  the  legislative  and  public  and 
private  individuals  or  groups  concerned  with  problems  of  the  elderly. 

In  another  move  to  relieve  some  of  the  burden  placed  on  property  taxpayers  by  the  operation  of  local  govern- 
ment, the  Legislature  enacted  a  new  law  exempting  school  buses  and  other  publicly  owned  and  operated 
vehicles  from  state  registration  and  gas  taxes.  As  well,  it  also  exempted  from  gas  taxes  diesel  farm  tractors  and 
snowmobiles  whose  tax  refunds  can  be  used  by  snowmobile  clubs  for  grooming  trails. 

Anyone  who  was  in  the  past  disqualified  from  receiving  unemployment  benefits  because  he  or  she  was  also 
receiving  military  or  other  pensions  will  find  relief  in  action  taken  by  the  Legislature  during  the  last  Special 
Session  that  repealed  the  law  which  required  unemployment  compensation  benefits  to  be  reduced  by  the  amount 
of  such  a  pension. 

In  November  of  1978,  the  House  of  Representatives  elected  me  to  my  third  term  as  Speaker.  In  that  capacity,  I 
will  be  presiding  over  the  House  as  it  employs  for  the  first  time  the  tools  provided  by  the  Sunset  Act  passed  by  the 
Legislature  during  the  last  session.  House  Committees  will  investigate  each  and  every  state  agency  with  an  eye 
to  reducing  waste,  trimming  excesses  and  improving  effectiveness.  It  is  a  task  that  will  require  a  great  deal  of  the 
Legislature's  time  and  resources  but  promises  to  meet  head-on  one  of  the  major  concerns  of  people  I  talk  with 
these  days  and  that  is  the  haphazard  growth  of  state  government. 

Another  issue  that  will  occupy  a  large  part  of  the  upcoming  session's  attention  is  the  phenomenal  growth  rate 
of  the  state  itself.  As  Speaker,  I  have  appointed  a  special  committee  to  work  with  executive  and  private 
organizations  and  individuals  to  develop  for  the  state  a  framework  for  future  growth. 

Construction  Works  in  Progress,  an  issue  that  center  around  whether  or  not  the  Public  Service  Company  of 
New  Hampshire  has  a  right  to  include  construction  costs  for  the  Seabrook  Nuclear  Power  Plant  in  their  electrical 
rates  will  continue  to  be  a  major  focal  point  in  the  upcoming  session. 

As  part  of  my  continuing  commitment  to  constituent  service,  I  will  be  meeting  soon  with  Highway  Department 
officials  to  urge  major  reconstruction  and  renovation  of  Route  140  between  Gilmanton  and  Alton.  Representatives 
of  the  Highway  Department  have  informed  me  that  approximately  two  miles  of  New  Hampshire  Route  140  running 
west  from  Route  107  in  Gilmanton  have  been  slated  for  resurfacing  as  part  of  an  overall  three-R  project  including 
renovation  and  reconstruction  of  1 .7  miles  of  Route  107  in  Gilmanton  completed  last  summer.

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STATE  REPRESENTATIVE'S  REPORT

The  New  Hampshire  legislature  is  once  again  living  up  to  its  advance  billing  of 
being  the  place  "where  the  action  is."  As  I  dive  into  my  second  term  as  your  state 
representative,  I  find  the  waters  as  turbulent  and  deep  as  they  were  when  I  arrived  in 
Concord  as  a  "freshman"  two  years  ago. 

Many  of  the  issues  which  I  have  reported  to  you  previously  are  not  totally 
resolved.  For  example:  although  the  state's  telephone  companies  have  agreed  to 
end  the  practice  of  charging  a  toll  for  calls  within  the  boundaries  of  a  town  by  Sep- 
tember, 1979, 1  have  filed  legislation  to  insure  that  this  schedule  is  met. 

Legislation  which  I  sponsored  which  did  not  become  law  during  my  first  term  hcS 
been  re-filed.  One  area  concerns  transportation  of  hazardous  substances;  the  other, 
creation  of  a  hazardous  waste  management  program  for  the  state. 

I  have  also  field  legislation  which  would  permit  towns  to  enter  into  cooperative 
agreements  in  order  to  establish  an  emergency  "911"  calling  area.  Currently  many 
small  towns,  such  as  Alton,  Barnstead  and  Gilmanton,  cannot  take  advantage  of  this 
type  of  service  because  the  cost  of  each  town  doing  so  independently  would  be 
exhorbitant. 

In  the  environmental  sphere,  I  am  also  co-sponsoring  legislation  which  would 
require  soil  filtration  rates  to  be  considered,  as  well  as  the  existing  percolation  test, 
before  granting  of  septic  system  permits. 

I  am  also  continuing  my  discussions  with  the  Dept.  of  Public  Works  and  Highways 
on  the  deplorable  condition  of  Route  140  between  Alton  and  Gilmanton  Iron  Works, 
which  will  be  beyond  redemption  if  some  basic  maintenance  is  not  scheduled  soon. 

With  this  decade's  explosion  of  growth  in  both  population  and  industry  have  come 
increasing  demands  for  new  services.  I  see  a  major  challenge  to  the  citizens  of  New 
Hampshire  and  their  legislature  to  assimilate  that  growth  and  provide  those  services, 
while  keeping  control  with  local  government.  Because,  whatever  so-called  ef- 
ficiencies may  be  gained  from  state-run  agencies  will  be  lost  as  that  all-important 
monetary  control  gets  further  away  from  the  people  of  this  state  who  pay  the  bills. 

Although  I  may  vote  on  these  many  complex  issues,  my  decisions  should  be  a- 
reflection  of  your  thoughts.  Your  opinions  do  influence  my  vote. 

Our  government  is  your  government.  All  committee  sessions  and  floor  debates 
are  open  to  the  public  and  I  would  be  happy  to  coordinate  a  visit  for  anyone  who  may 
want  to  see  state  government  in  action.

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GILMANTON  PLANNING  BOARD 
1978  Annual  Report 

The  Planning  Board,  composed  of  seven  members  and  three  alternates,  meets 
regularly  on  the  second  Thursday  of  each  month  at  7:30  in  the  Selectmen's  Office  at 
the  Town  Hall.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public,  and  notice  is  posted  in  advance  at 
the  Corner's  Post  Office  and  the  Iron  Works  store.  Work  sessions  are  frequently  held 
between  regular  meetings,  with  public  notice  at  least  24  hours  in  advance.  The  Board 
met  20  times  in  1978.  Minutes  of  all  meetings  are  a  public  record,  availabe  for  in- 
spection at  the  Town  Clerk's  office.  This  year,  in  addition,  they  have  also  been 
posted  at  the  Corner's  Post  Office  and  the  Iron  Works  store. 

The  past  year  was  a  busy  one  for  the  Board  for  two  reasons.  First,  subdivision 
activity  seemed  to  increase  greatly  in  the  late  summer  and  fall.  A  summary  of  the 
subdivisions  considered  by  the  Board  this  past  year  is  as  follows: 

Subdivisions  approved  21 

Total  lots  in  approved  subdivisions  38* 

Total  acreage  in  approved^ubdivisions  385* 

*These  two  figures  do  not  include  large  remainder  lots  left  after  a  subdivider 
surveyed  one  or  two  smaller  lots  to  convey.  In  addition,  there  are  several  other 
subdivisions  initiated  in  1978  which  have  not  yet  been  approved. 

The  other  main  focus  of  the  Planning  Board  this  year  has  been  the  formulation, 
distribution  and  tallying  of  the  Gilmanton  Community  Survey  to  ascertain  the 
opinions  and  attitudes  of  the  Town's  residents  and  tax-payers  towards  town 
government,  policy  and  land-use  regulation.  The  results  of  this  survey  are  printed  on 
the  insert  inside  the  back  cover  of  this  Town  Report.  The  opinions  thus  expressed  by 
the  townspeople  will  provide  the  basis  for  decisions  the  Board  will  make  in  1979 
during  the  development  of  a  Master  Plan  to  guide  Gilmanton's  future  growth.  Any 
recommendations  contained  in  the  Plan  regarding  changes  in  Gilmanton's  land  use 
regulations  (for  example,  a  change  in  acreage  or  frontage  requirements,  a  wetlands 
ordinance,  or  a  steep  slopes  ordinance)  ultimately  would  be  carried  out  by  amending 
the  Town's  Zoning  Ordinance.  This  could  occur  only  after  public  hearings  had  been 
held  and  the  amendments  voted  on  by  the  whole  Town. 

Many  people  volunteered  to  help  the  Planning  Board  in  the  master  planning 
process.  The  Board  very  much  appreciates  this,  and  these  people  will  be  contacted 
to  help  as  the  planning  work  gets  under  way  in  1979  after  the  results  of  the 
questionnaire  have  been  analyzed.

There  were  a  total  of  28,875  lunches  served  with  milk,  an  increase  of  1 ,336  over  1976- 
77,  and  an  additional  4,907  Vi  pints  of  milk  were  used  by  students  at  a  charge  of  five 
cents  under  the  Special  Milk  Program.  Lunches  were  served  180  days  with  an 
average  daily  participation  of  160.  Each  lunch  cost  an  average  of  .6045  cents  to  serve. 
This  does  not  include  the  value  of  government  food  used.  The  program  utilized  about 
$2,422.00  (wholesale  value)  in  government  commodity  donated  foods. 

In  view  of  the  increased  food  and  milk  prices,  I  feel  we  are  very  fortunate  not  to 
have  to  raise  our  lunch  and  milk  prices  at  this  time.  The  kitchen  staff  headed  by 
Candace  Willard,  works  very  hard  to  control  expenses  and  have  certainly  been 
responsible  for  the  success  of  the  program.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

Dear  Citizens  of  Gilmanton: 

Once  again  I  must  report  to  you  that  this  past  year  has  been  one  of  great  progress 
for  the  Gilmanton  School  District.  Progress  is  never  easily  achieved  and  we  have 
experienced  some  severe  growing  pains  and  bringing  us  to  the  point  where  we  now 
know  that  our  girls  and  boys  will  be  attending  school  next  September  in  a  modern, 
comfortable  educational  facility. 

As  many  of  you  know,  the  initial  bond  proposal  of  last  April  was  defeated  by  a 
narrow  margin.  Afterwards,  the  school  board  and  the  Building  Committee  reviewed 
the  proposal  and  presented  it  once  again  without  the  new  gymnasium.  Thanks  to 
support  from  all  segments  of  the  town,  the  proposal  passed  and  the  summer  was 
spent  drawing  up  construction  plans,  sending  those  plans  out  to  bid,  awarding  a 
construction  contract,  and  financing  the  bond  issue. 

At  this  very  writing,  the  building  is  rising  rapidly  from  the  ground  and,  in  spite  of 
necessary  economies,  contains  all  of  the  basic  educational  facilities  proposed  to  the 
people  at  the  special  school  district  meeting  of  May  11 . 

The  faculty  has  been  busy  preparing  for  the  expansion  of  the  school  and  Principal 
Edward  Jerome  assures  me  that  the  new  programs  contemplated  will  maximize  the 
educational  utilization  of  the  newer  facilities. 

We  expect  to  open  the  new  wing  for  school  in  September  1979.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  on  examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  Gilmanton 
School  District  for  the  year  ended  June  30, 1977,  which  was  made  by  this  Division  in 
accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  District. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and  records  of  the  School 
Board,  School  District  Treasurer,  Student  Activities  and  School  Lunch  Program. 


FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

General  Fund: 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets— June  30, 1976  and  1977:  (Exhibit  A-1 ) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  which  disclose  the  financial  condition  of  the  General 
Fund  as  of  June  30, 1976  and  1977  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1 . 

As  indicated  in  Exhibit  A-1,  the  fund  balance  of  the  District  decreased  by  $22,097, 
from  $23,290  to  $1 ,193  during  the  year  ended  June  30, 1977. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Fund  Balance:  (Exhibit  A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  fund  balance  of  the  School  District  during  the  year 
ended  June  30, 1977  is  made  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with  the  factors  which  caused  the  change 
indicated  therein.  These  were  as  follows: 

Decreases  in  Fund  Balance: 

Fund  Balance  Used  to  Reduce  School  Tax  $21 ,450 
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Net  Budgetary  Decrease  in  Fund  Balance  647 

Net  Decrease  in  Fund  Balance  $22,097 

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expenditures- 
Estimated  and  Actual  Revenues:  (Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4) 

Comparative  statements  of  General  Fund  appropriations  and  expenditures, 
estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1977,  are  presented  in 
Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  theBudget  Summary(Exhibit  A-4)  a  net  overdraft 
of  appropriations  of  $447,  plus  estimated  revenues  in  excess  of  estimates  of  $200, 
resulted  in  a  net  budgetary  decrease  in  fund  balance  of  $647. 

Long-Term  Debt  Group  Accounts: 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets— June  30, 1976  and  1977:  (Exhibit  B) 

The  outstanding  long-term  indebtedness  of  the  District  as  of  June  30, 1976  and  1977 
is  shown  in  the  comparative  balance  sheets  presented  in  Exhibit  B. 

As  indicated  in  this  Exhibit,  the  long-term  debt  of  the  School  District  decreased 
from  $100,000  to  $90,000  during  the  year  ended  June  30, 1977.

Schedule  of  General  Fund  Receipts  and  Expenditures 
For  the  Year  Ended  June  30, 1977:  (Exhibit  E) 

A  schedule  of  General  Fund  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year  ended  June  30, 
1977,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uniform  classification  of  accounts  is  presented 
in  Exhibit  E. 

State  of  Debt  Service  Requirements:  (Exhibit  G) 

A  statement  showing  annual  debt  service  requirements  as  of  June  30,  1977,  is 
presented  in  Exhibit  G. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Overdraft  of  Appropriations  and  Application  of  Budget  Law: 

As  indicated  by  the  Budget  Summary  (Exhibit  A-4)  in  the  year  ended  June  30, 1977 
there  was  a  net  appropriations  overdraft  of  $447,  computed  as  follows: 

Overdraft  of  Appropriations  $27,469 
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Unexpended  Balance  of  Appropriations  27.022 

Net  Overdraft  of  Appropriations  $447 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Muncipal  Budget  Law  (RSA  32:10)  which 
was  adopted  by  the  Town  of  Gilmanton.  when  an  unusual  circumstance  arises  during 
the  year  which  makes  it  necessary  to  expend  money  in  excess  of  the  budgetary 
appropriations,  the  School  Board,  with  the  approval  of  the  Budget  Committee,  is 
required  to  apply  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  a  certificate  authorizing  such 
emergency  spending.  This  procedure  was  followed,  however,  the  request  to  exceed 
budgetary  appropriations  was  for  an  insufficient  amount. 

An  additional  certificate  was  not  requested  by  the  School  Board  in  this  instance. 

School  Lunch  Fund: 

RSA  197:23-a  Treasurer's  Duties,  states  in  part  "The  Treasurer  shall  have  custody 
of  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  district  and  shall  pay  out  the  same  only  upon  orders  of 
the  school  board ..." 

At  the  present  time,  school  lunch  funds  are  maintained  in  the  custody  of  the  school 
lunch  director.  Funds  received  from  the  sale  of  meals  and  milk  as  well  as  federal 
reimbursement  funds  received  through  the  school  district  and  in  some  instances 
district  appropriations  are  deposited  by  the  school  lunch  director  and  all  payments 
for  food  and  supplies  as  well  as  some  equipment  purchases  and  payrolls  are  made 
by  the  school  lunch  director.  The  Treasurer  is  not  involved  in  these  transactions,  nor 
are  invoices  or  manifests  approved  by  the  school  board. 

It  is  recommeded  that  school  lunch  funds  be  returned  to  the  custody  of  the  school 
district  treasurer  in  accordance  with  the  above  statute. 

CONCLUSION: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  71 -A,  Section  21  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated, 
require  that  the  auditors'  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter  of 
transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  School  District. 
Publication  of  the  Exhibits  contained  in  this  report  is  optional  at  the  discretion  of  the 
School  Board.  This  letter,  however,  must  be  published  in  its  entirety. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  and  employees  of  the  School  District  for  their 
assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.
